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THE ROAD MAN. 


He is old and bowed ; his skin, burnt almost 
black with sun and wind, his shaggy eyebrows | 
and long white beard, suggest the prophets of 
ancient days. Perhaps, with their opportunities, 
he might have been even as they. Yet here 
he is, with his wheelbarrow beside him, engaged 
in the back breaking task of patching roads. 
Winter and summer alike, be the weather foul 
or fair, he is aboat the lanes, doctoring them 
with the remedies of a hundred years ago. Our 
roads in this region of Suffolk are very bad, 
turning to inches of dust in summer and the 
stickiest of sticky mud in winter, and they 
seem likely to remain 80. 

I come upon him suddenly, round a corner. 
Rain fell a day or two ago, and the surface is 
just becoming, fora brief period, tolerable ; 
in fact, to-day, it is well enough. But the 
prophet is conscientious; he has detected 


some uneven places in the middle, and 
' 


must forthwith be filled up. The barrow is 
laden with stones froma heap a few hundred 
yards back, brittle, rotten flints, picked off 
the land, with nothing to recommend them 
but their cheapness. These will, at the slightest 
concussion, fly off into a dozen sharp and 
jagged pieces, which are, in their turn, ground 
ap by the wheels of passing carts into a hundred 
smaller bits—such may possibly have supplied 
the needless of the Stone Age—more subtle 
foes, in that the dust, which will presently 
cover the road, will also effectively conceal 
them: and woe betide the unlucky cyclist 
who finds himself in the midst of them. The 
man with the motor, too, should beware ; some 
of them are large enough to do even him a 
mischief. 1 stop and inquire of the prophet 
what makes him resort to such things. His 
reply is to the effect that he is obeying orders, 
so | ask further, why such orders should be 
given, involving as they do the use of remedies 
ten times more felt than the disease itself. He 
pauses in his work, glad, I think, of the excuse 
for a moment's rest, and seats himself on his 
wheelbarrow. The wind is hissing pleasantly in 
the field of barley behind us; we can watch 
the shadows racing over the marshes, and the 
grey aspens bending beneath the wind. It 
is a good place for the weighing of great 
matters, so I sit upon the green bank of the 
roadside to listen. “We ha’ tried granut,” he 
begins, “times an’ agen we have, but that come 
expensive, an’ don’t fare to be no mander 0’ 
use.” These are hard words; it would seem 
that the great Macadam toiled in vain after , 
all. Bat I remember to have seen some of 
these experiments. ‘Granat’ would be employ- | 
ed to fillap a hole here and there, or it! 
would be mixed with flint. Ottep have I come | 
upon a piece of road treated in this way— 
alas | “‘granat” and flint do not take kindly to 
each other, so it is not surprising that it did 
not “fare to be no mander 0’ ase.” 

Round the bend of the lane comes a brewer's 
dray, heavily laden, going at a smart trot. Two 
of the wheels plough heavily thranoh tha lise. 
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heap of flint: wherewith the wound in the road's | 
surface is supposed to have-been ‘healed, scat- | 


tering them, right and left, in fragments, 
jagged pieces are now reposing expectantly in 
the wheel tracks at each side, along which, 
presently, the trasttal cyclist will hasten by. ' 
I point them out to my friend ; he remarks ' 
that we must put up with “them little things,” 
and slowly draws forth a black and tiny clay 
pipe, ready filled with dark, evil-looking stuff, 
the tobacco of his choice. He lights it, and 
puffs contentedly. Neither of us makes an 
effort to rise and remove the more aggressive 
flints, some of which lie quite near us. There 
is a balefal influence at work in us—the half- 
perceived desire to contemplate another’s mis- 
fortune. I notice that we are both looking in 
the same direction, the bend of the road, like 
spiders waiting for their prey. 

The wind is strong, and the surface is rapid- 
ly outgrowing its tolerable state ; now and then 
» puff more than ordinarily sharp will raise a 
little cloud of dust. The pipe, which is a very 
small one, is finished, and the ashes carefully 
knocked out. Then the road man rises and 
places it in his pocket. It is time to resume his 
labours, but no cyclist has as yet become 
entangled in our meshes. “Well,” he remarks 
at length, “I s’pose ‘I must be a-devin’.” A 
tiny duet-cloud whirls towards him and dis- 
perses. He becomes brisk at once ; the remain- 
ing inequalities in the road’s surface can wait ; 
there will be plenty of time to see to them. | 
He starts slowly up the lane, shovel in hand. 
A short distance ahead, marring the hedgerow 
with its grey ugliness, is a large heap of dry 
clay. I know the stuff well, and its fell pur- | 
pose. He takes a spadeful and casts it over the ) 
road, then another and another. I approach , 
him and remonstrate. He replies that it is 
good for the surface, that it will “bind’ , 
it, and is absolately necessary for that pur- 
pose. His conscientiousness or it may be his 
l-will to his fellow men, is so unswerving that 
sgainst my better jadgment I am compelled 
to acquiesce.

ARTILLBRY HFFICIENCY. 


A new system of testing the artillery effi- 
ciency in India has been adopted by Lord 
Kitchener for batteries. In future, instead of a 
competition among batteries, there will be a 
general classification for merit, it being con- 
sidered in India, as at home, that the old style 
of competition needed alteration. 

Thus, instead of placing batteries ia order of 

merit for shooting powers, they will be jadged 
for stable management, equitation, tarn-oat, 
care of material, signalling, fitness for service, 
laying, fuse-setting, range-taking, individual 
intelligence, fire discipline and fire tactics, and 
fire effect. In most of these items the marks 
will range from 30 to 60, but for the last two 
the award will be 300 marks each. 
The practice of batteries is divided into 
“instruction,” “test,” and “brigade” stages, 
In the first stage batteries will be kept until 
they are fit to proceed to the testing or the 
the work in brigade. 

The interest of the men will be secured in 
their batteries, not for a short competitive 
period, but for every day of the year, and no 
manner of work in a battery will be allowed to 
remain as non-mark earning. A battery will be 
judged upon its whole fitness, and not upon 
the special preparation inseparable from a 
competition. 


AN UNKNOWN MEDAL. 


A correspondent writes to the “Times” that 
that he has ‘n his possession a medal which 
he believes to be the only one of its kind, and 
he would be obliged if any one can give him 
information as to when, for what purpose, and 
by whom it was issued. The following is a 
description of the medal : —Material, bronze, 
Obverse, in centre sun's rays over crown, with 
inscription, “Fear God, Honor the King. 
Reward of Merit.” Reverse, bast of Nelson, 
with inscription, “Adml, Ld. Nelson, Victory 
at the Nile. August 1, 1798.”
